spirit. She flouted Europe in the Corfu incident until 
finally brought up short through the agency of the 
league of nations. More recently the junke r ut Fr- 
ance. which Mussolini save voice to m the Italian 
assembly served to arouse the fears and apprehensions 
of peaceful nations. 


There is such a thins, however, as unwise squeezing. 
When private business finds itself with a doubtful 


debt on its hands, so far as collection is concerned, -t 
proceeds to settle on the basis of what it can get. 
As between all or nothing, 'private business prefers 
to take a portion of the original obligation. In th,: 
matter of international debts, government must pro- 
ceed in the same fashion. If it 
cannot collect all. 


then it must lake what the debtor nation can pay. 
In the case of Italy that is a very debatable question. 
Jn one breath America hears of the tremendous strides 
which Italy is making under Mussolini. Industry is 
progressing marvelously. Unemployment is disappear- 
ing 
Her people are busy and Industrious and are 


rapidly removing the traces of the wounds of the 
war 
But when it conies to settlin- her debt to this 


country, America is givei. another picture of Italy. 
Her poverty Is stressed. The suffering and the loss 
which she endured during the war are set forth. 
Somewhere between these two extremes is probably 
the true measure of Italy's ability to pay, and 
the 


matter of striking a happy balance is the problem 
which troubled the officials on the debt commission, 
and which Is now agitating congress. 


Certain fundamental facts should be considered 'n 


this connection. 


Italy is not naturally a rich country. 
Most of her 


people live by manufacturing. Xature has not even 
blessed her with the raw products *o be converted in- 
to the finished products. She must import most of 
her coal and most of her metals. Before the war, and 
even at this time, certain portions of her population 
do live in abject poverty. 
Her 
agriculture is re- 


stricted and limited. She possesses few rich colonies. 
Although her territorial possessions were materially 
increased as a result of the war, the new lands which 
have come to her have added no great wealth to her 
chest. 


It Is improbable that Secretary Mellon and his asso- 


ciates on the debt commission overlooked these very 
material facts in arriving at their conclusions as to 
what Italy should nay. They undoubtedly formulated 
the agreement upon sound business principles on tl 
capacity to pay. 
Mr. Howell's fear that Uncle Sam 


is playing Santa Claus in these matters has not been 
substantiated. 


THE HIGHWAY SITUATION IN NEBRASKA. 
is it not p o s s i b l e that s o m e of our g o o d 


roads enthusiasts are becoming a little overzealous 
in their demand for .iddin<- another cent to the state 
gasoline tax and also 1^ "ing a state property tax 
for highway construction and maintenance? 


The people of Nebraska will pay this year about 


S3 000 000 to the state government as gasoline tax, of 
which at least $2,750,000 will be spent 
directly on 


highways and the remainder for administration. K 
IV. millions goes for new construction, the federal 
government will provide an equal sum. That makes 
4'4 millions from those two sources, with another 
?100,000 for state aid bridges. 


Nearly $4,000,000 more will be paid by Nebraskan? 


during 1926 as license taxes On automobiles and 
trucks. Of estimated sum, the state will receive ?!,- 
200,000 and the counties $2,800,000. The state's share 
will be applied for maintaining its highways, while 
the counties may divide theirs between construction 
and -maintenance as they sec fit. 


Prom special taxes on motor vehicles find gasolina, 


therefore, the state and the counties already have an 
assured revenue of approximately $7,500.000 a year. 
That is a tidy sum in itself. It would be enough to 
gravel more than 3,000 miles of highway, based on 
State Engineer Cochran's cost estimate of $2,400 a 
mile. Of course only a part of it can be used for that 
purpose. 
But if only half the moncv goes for. high- 


way construction and the rest for maintenance, it is 
enough to improve 1,500 to 2,000 miles of road perma- 
nently by grading'or graveling, or both, while keep- 
ing all the highways already built in good condition. 


However, this does not measure the aggregate con- 


tributions made by automobile users to the state and 
its sxibdivlsions, nor .tl.e 
total amount of revenue 


which th6y have to spend on roads. 
The property 


tax on automobiles, trucks and 
tractors yields at 


least $1,000,000 per year more. Then there are regular 
road taxes levied by the various counties on all 
property, which produce millions of dollars a year. 
Inheritance tax money also goes into county road 
funds. 
Cities and villages are 
laying 
pavements 


costing millions of dollars every year, which are paid 
for locally by special assessments. 


Taking everything together, the state of Nebraska 


and Its counties and 
municipalities 
are 
already 


spending at least $15,000,000 annually for street and 
road improvement. Close calculation would probably 
show the total mora than this, rather than loss. 


Everybody wants good roads, and during the past 


two years Nebraska 
has made splendid progress 


in 
securing 
them. 
Besides 
having 
the 
best 


dirt highways anywhere in the 
United 
ftatcs, 


It is rapidly Increasing Its mileage 
of gravolcd 


thoroughfares. 
There should bo no halting in this 


•work. But 
on the other 
hand it is questionable 


if 


whether more taxes ought to be piled upon the peo- 
ple to hurry It along faster than It is golnff. 


It might easily happen that if money were provldeJ 


more lavishly to be spent on road construction less 
care would be taken in seeing that the state gets full 
value for what is expended. There has been a great 
deal of reckless spending in Illinois and some other 
states where huge bond issues were voted to pay for 
highways. Nebraska may do better to pro eed with 
a steady program than to go in for a big splurge. 
Nothing should be done to create adverse public- 
sentiment against further improvement of the roads. - 


SUNSHINE FOR BROOKHART. 


Unusual attention has been given 
the municipal 


election in Council Bluffs because of 
the 
possible 


bearing it may have on political conditions in that 
traditional rock-ribbed republican state, lately badly 
torn because of the conditions existing in the agricul- 
tural sections. 
It is one of the few cities of its size 


where party government still prevails. 


In the Tuesday balloting, the democrats achieved :\ 


startling victory. 


They elected their candidate for mayoK, four mem- 


bers of the board of aldermen, and also grabbed two 
other elective offices in the administrative branch of 
the government. Now this may mean little or it may 
mean much. Ordinarily a municipal election is a poor 
slraw upon which to judge political conditions. Par- 
tisanship has never been strong in the city campaigns 
and in recent years, it has been very generally elimi- 
nated. 
And then again the results there may hav* 


been indicative of the present executive's unpopular! 
ty. he bein 
a candidate for re-election on the re- 


publican ticket. That would be the more common 
inerpretation of the results there, and except for the. 
widespread discontent which has been in evidence >'u 
that state, it would be the one to be accepted. 


Bu* 
towa is a seething hotbed of revolt. 
' 


There is very little reason to believe the democrats 


or the democratic party will benefit from this dis- 
content. 
It does bear a significant relation to the 


contest between Senator Cummins and Senator Brook 
hart, however. Brookh.art is about to be unseated in 
•he senate in favor of Steck, a democrat. The latter 
was elected through'the aid of thousands of republi- 
^an votes as a rebuke to the stormy petrel of Iowa 
>olitics for his repudiation of President Coolidge and 
:is alliance with the LaFollette campaign. 
Brook- 


mrt was strongly in disfavor in Iowa then. 
Since 


then the storm has broken in Nebraska's eastern 
neighbor and Mr. Brookhart may be certain of a great 
deal more support than he received a 
little over a 


year ago. 


If the Iowa vote has any significance at all, it means 


the voters are against those in power. The primary 
fight between Brookh-art and Cummins will be a real 
test of strength for the administration. 


OUR VARIED RESOURCES.

Nebraska will be one of the greatest apple produc- 
ing states in the entire country. This spring it is 
not only thousands of trees that are being planted, 
but thousands of acres that are being transformed 
into orchards among the hills and bluffs overlooking 
the Missouri river in Otoe, Ncmaha arid Richardson 
ounties. 
For many years it has been known that the soil 


of the hills along the 
river is splendidly adapted 


to the growing of fruit, and especially apples and 
this peculiarity is not confined to those counties in 
the southeastern part of the state. It reaches to beyond 
Omaha in "Washington and Burt counties. Some of the 
best and most profitable orchards in the state are 
located in Cass county. 


The Nebraska apple is in high favor among judges 


of fruit in the east and commands the top prjicc. 
In 


flavor and texture it has no superior find when the 
orchards that arc now being planted become pro- 
ducers the income from its fruit

one of the biggest items in the

income. 


Small fruits are also grown with great success in 
this same territory and there was a time when the 
pcacli crop ran into big money. It is expected that 
there will be a material Increase in peach production 
within a short time.

as those of almost any st; "•» in'the country. Wheat 
And corn and the staple crops are to be grown in 
almost every section, while in the cast we grow the 
fruit and in the west produce the sugar with which 
to sweeten it. On the hills and in the vallrys lying- 
between these two ends of the slate alfalfa flourishes 
and dairy cattle in ever increasing numbers are fur- 
nishing the world with the finest butter and cheese 
to be found any place on the face of t lie earth.

RADIO CENSORSHIP AND CALCIUM. 


A man introduced as "doctor" over a radio station In New York 


City, gives some very questionable advice every Friday during the morn- 
ing hours. 
He isn't a physician (nor anyone with any scientific train- 


ing, evidently.) 


In talking of the teeth, he stated that diet is of the highest import- 


ance in the developmnt and maintenance of the integrity ol the teeth and 
hat the diet of the pregnant mother Is especially important. Of course 
these statements are incontrovertible. But he went on to say that the 
diet should come wholly from the plant kingdom. 


Scientific experts consider this pernicious advice because 'it means 


the exclusion of milk, milk products, dishes made of milk, and eggs. 
Milk is one of the essentials of diet (especially during pregnancy and 
childhood.) If milk in some form is not taken during pregnancy, there Is 
grave danger of lack of calcium Clime) "in the mother's .diet and 
the 


consequent loss of calcium 
in, and 
sol'iening of her own 
bones and 


teeth, and lack of development of the teeth and bones of her babe. 


Everyone knows, or sho'uld know, the Importance of calcium in the 


growth of the bones and teeth of the child, and therefore the importance 
of milk for this factor. The protein (tissue building principle) of milk is 
of the highest biologic value. No other food can take its place. 


Not long- ago this so-called doctor stated that the mineral elements 


in the foods were the cause of high blood pressure. This statement is 
not true. 
If anything high blood pressure is more apt to be caused 


(among other things) by a diet deficient in mineral elements and 
un- 


balanced in other ways. 


The reason we talk so much 
of the importance 
of whole grain 


breads and cereals and natural sweets is that a large share of the 
minerls and vitamins have been taken away from the refined products; 
\ve advise using the water (if there is any) 
in which vegetables are 


cooked in order not to lose any of these vital elements.) 


It seems there is a serious need of censorship of the radio health 


talks. Certainly no one who is not a recognized authority in scientific 
circles -should be allowed to give advice on matters of such grave Im- 
portance as the health. 


I'll talk a little mrc about the 
calcium needs, and the importance 


of milk for supplying it. Sherman, one of the biggest nutrition experts 
in our country, states that the American diet is more apt to be deficient 
in calcium than any other element. Deficiency of calcium is a grave de- 
ficiency because calcium is not only essential for the bones and teeth, 
but it is also absolutely essential for the proper reaction of the blood and 
tissue fluids. It seems to have some regulatory Influence over the avail- 
ability of iron in the body, and the reason the iron of milk—although 
not present in large amounts is of such a good quality, is thought to be 
due to the high content of calcium along- with it. 


There is so much calcium in mUk that if we all were to take a 


pint (children a quart) our calcium intake will 
be safeguarded. 
Other 


foods high in calcium are cheese (very high,) egg yolks, almonds: the 
fruits and vegetables are also fairly rich in calcium, but, of course, 
nothing compared to milk. The calcium rich foods are also rich in Vita- 
min A. the growth vitamin. That would seem to be natural, for 
the 


time when most calcium is needed is during growth.
